I have reviewed the requests outlined in attached letter 
and find them particularly difficult to assess. Category #1., 
for instance, is extremely broad and, in fact, some of th*» 
areas such as "techniques of coordination^control/manipulation" 
and "techniques of cooperation" are virtually impossible to 
teach even if we were inclined to do so. It is particularly 
difficult in the context of "intelligence activities." As to 
Category #2., we find this, again, a very difficult area within 
which to provide information of value without jeopardizing our 
own operations. Perhaps, the structure of the Criminal Informant 
Program could be discussed with them in very general terms. 
Category #3., which pertains to equipment is a little easier 
to address. I think we could clearly provide them a significant 
amount of information in these areas while stopping well short 
of compromising state-of-the-art equipment.
